Washington, Dec. 17.— The senate 
cominittee on military affairs Wed- 
nesday night concluded Its Investiga- 
tion of cbargea against Leonard Wood, 
fllod for the purposa of ^ventlns bis 
ooBflnnatloii«M major genera]. Sec- 
retary Root was the only witness Wed- 
nesday. He waa on the stand for two 
^and a half hours at the foreiicx)n ses 
slon and occupied the attention of the 
committee from 8 o'clock until 11:20. 
jThe committee will maet Tliuraday to 
prepare Its report. It la understood 
that conflrmatlon will be recommend 
ed by a vote of 8 to 2. A minority re- 
port will br made by the opposing 
jjliembers of tbe committee. Tbe testi- 
mony of Secretary Root Is practically 
the only defense that haa been made 
of Gen. Wood In the hearing which has 
extcndril .since about the br-t^inniiiK of 
the extraordinary eossion of rouKress. 
This testimony, however, covered the 
entire range of tbe evidence produced 
against Oen. Wood and was supported 
In many instances with correspond- 
ence and other data taken from rec- 
ords at tlie war dep.irtment covering 
the period of Gen. Wood's administra- 
tion as governor general of Cuba. Sec- 
retary Boot undertook to assume the 
whole respoDSlblHty for the orders Is- 
sued by Gen. Wood affecting the judi- 
cial system in Cuba and conccrnlnE; 
the concession granted to the Jai Alal 
Co. at Havana. He justified the ac- 
ceptance by Oen. Wood of the present 
of a silver set from the Jal Alal^Ca 

At the forenoon session of the com- 
mittee Secretary Root was given ev- 
ery latitude In telling his story of the 
affairs in the Island and refuting the 
charges that bad been made by a num- 
ber of wltnaaaea, but at the evening

tor Teller which confined the secre- 
tary to the Runcle letter, the Jal Alal 
concession, the Rathbone trial. Gen.

Bishop Dudley Files Amended Articles 

of Incorporation. 



Louisville, Ky., Dec. 17. — 'Amended 
articles of Incorporation were filed 
Wednesday by Rt. Rev. Bishop Thomas 
U. Dudley, who, as Episcopal bishop of 

Kentucky, constitutes a corporation 
sole, with all the ixjwers of a corpora- 
tion. The amended articles are in ac- 
cordance with rules laid down by tbe 
last Episcopal council, which author^ 
l7.ed the bishop to have the power to 
sell and buy lands and property, with 
the approval of a standing committee 
of the Episcopal council.

Secretary McKowen of California 
State University Confesses 
He is a Defaulter. 



DEFALCATIONS »0,000 OR MORE 



Hs Wsa Svipended by Pmtdcnt Ide 
Whaeler and Placed Under Arrest 
by the Authoritlei. 



McKowen Has Been In the University 
20 Years, His Salary Being $2,400 
a Year— Peculation Haa Been 
Oolng On BInea IHB. 

Berkeley, Cal., Dec. 17.— W. A. Mc- 
Kowen, secretary of the board of re- 
gents of the state university, confess- 
ed Wednesday to Prealdent Benjamin 
Ida Wheeler that he was a defaulter 
to the amount of $20,000 and possibly 
more. Most of the money was lost at 
the race track. Mr. McKowen has 
Ix'cn su.speiuied by I'resident Wheeler 
and placed under arrest by tbe local 
authorities. 

Secretary McKowen's arrest follow- 
ed the discovery that he had attempt- 
ed to pay a racing debt with a check 
made out to him personally by Mrs. 
Phoebe Hearst. This check was for 
)1,1C0 and was banded over by Mc- 
Kowen to Bookmaker John Davis in 
payment of markera on the racea for 
$1,120. Davis gave McKowen $40 in 
change and deposited the check in the 
Western national bank, from which 
it turned up to expose the affair. 

President Wheeler said Wednesday: 
"I have suspended McKowen from 
office pending the action of Gov. Par- 
dee, who is president of the board of 
regents, and have placed the office in 
charge tenMM)rarily of my private sec- 
retary, \ ictor Henderson. 

"From what we have thus far learn- 
ed. It appeara that McKowen at dif- 
ferent times since 1898 has used sums 
of money that came into his hands and 
instead of depositing them with the 
treasurer, has appropriated them to 
his own use. 

"He covered this up, as far as we 
know, by taking eorreaitondlng 
amounts finm university funds by 
charging ilttni as expenditures under 
the head ot ono or the other univorslty 
funds. 

"He says he has not falsified his 
bookkeeping by making false entries 
or in any other way. So far as we 
know in this fiscal year, the total loss 

amounts to $4,200. 

"The total amount we dO not know. 
He said he thought it would bO $20.- 
}00 or more. Ha had spmit It on the 
race track." 

President Wheeler spoke highly of 
McKowen's personality and waa visi- 
bly affected in telling how his trust 
had been betrayed. 

McGowen has been in the university 
about 20 years, Is unmarried and 
about 40 years of age. His salary waa 
$2,400 a year.

THI FEVER SCOURGI. 



Washington, Dec. 17.— Senate— By 
the decisive vote of 67 to 18 the sen* 
ate, Wednesday, passed the bill carry- 
ing into effect the reciprocity treaty 
with Cuba. The final vote came at tbe 
close of the day. which was marked 
by a debate which, while at all times 
animated, was never acrimonious. The 
principfd siieeches were made by Mr. 
Spooner for the bill and by Mr. Bailey 
against it Tha bill passed carries 
into execution the treaty between the 
United States and Cuba, which was 
ratified last March. The treaty pro- 
vides for a reduction of 20 per cent 
from tbe rates of duty under the Ding- 
ley law on all Cuban articles imported 
into the United Statee and a varying 
reduction of from 20 to 40 per cent, 
from the e.-tahlished Cuban duty on 
articles into Cuba from the United 
States. After the passage ot thi- Cu- 
ban treaty the senate agreed to tbe 
honsa resolntkm providing for s ludi* 
day recess from December 19 to-Jaa* 
. uary 4.

Ain«ii';itu givaa tbe above aa the pol- 
icjr of tbe people of tbe United 8tat»B 
in regard to tbe tarifT On that point, 
Mr. Ilearat probably knows an well ae 
any one elM that thert are very few 
truata that ar« not "opprea.'tive " The 
one object of tbe formation of combinen 
ia to hold up the Ani'^rican people and 
foroa tbem to "stand and delifer." Mr. 
Heant damanda "tariff reduction on tmat 
products whicti the trusta eell cheaper 
abroad than at home." If Congreaa 
han't loat all aenaa of right and joatfoa, 
it looka like it oughtn't heeitate to make 
■ach a reduction, but notliing much can 
ba hoped for in tbe way of relief from 
a Republican Congreaa, elected by tbe 
conibinea and controlled by them. On 
thia demand, emphasized by Mr. Hearst, 
tha Waabington Post which has always 
bean an advocate of a protaotlva tariff, 
and an assailant of that wint; of the Dem- 
ocratic party that advocated freer trade 
•od tha ramoral of all raatrictlona poaai* 
ble under the necessity for the present 
revenae, recognises the inevitable effect 
of imposts laid at • rata that la practi* 
cally prohibitiva, and thai ttaiw#MDa of 
these results : 

More thau three years a^o one of the 
moat experienced and capable of the 
troated Republican leadera in Congress 
and in campaigns told his political 
brethren that it was impossible to de- 
fend tariff acbednlea under which oar 
msnafacturera could sail their products 
in Europe at lower prices than were ex- 
•otad from domestic consumers. In an 
attampted reply to that it was submitted 
that such sales wera an occasional ne- 
cassitf m order to get rid of aarplus 
stocks. They were compared to tha

Recant avents have demoliahed that 
explanation. What was represented as 
an occasional expedient ia now practi- 
cally admitted to be a parmtnent policy. 
American manufactures are regularly 
and largely sold abroad at pricea very 
much bflow the rates demanded at the 
mill doors. And this is not the whole of 
that story. Not only are the American 
coneumerN contributing to the eheapen- 
inif ( f manuf ictured artideH for foreifj;n 
consumers, hut our railways are ffiving a 
larne reduction on freight rates cf those 
pxportfi from fai'tory to ship. And to 
still f irtlinr illustrate tlio operations of 
this (leteHfable systcni, the railroads ad- 
vance rat<-8 on other freijfhts, espfcially 
on cerealA, to otfiet the coDceaeiona to 
manuf icturers. Thus tbe few obtain 
privileg'B at the expense of dinainiahed 
oppurtnnities for the manv. And on 
this, on tbe law which renders all thia 
practicable, the partv in power is to 
rund pat baoMMt M tUetiMi it near at 
hand. 

Commenting on the Post's arraivn- 
meut of thia iniquitous system, the Lex- 
ington Herald says: 

We ask our readats to ooniidar thia 
statement thoughtfolly and as far as pos- 
sible without regard to partisan affilia- 
tions. Every oonsamar of American pro- 
ducts; every American proiucar of asn- 
cultural products is deeply interestaa in 
thia doable charge ; thia increaae in the 
pnce of that which he conaumea and the 
added coat of tranaportation on his pro- 
ducts, which ineana a diminiahed reward 
for what he raiRes ; that iH, hia capacity 
to purchase is lenHeried, while tbe price 
of what he must buy ia increased. In 
one sense thin it a matter < t politics — in 
that real sense of what m ttie jjovernment 
and policy that in of tit-netit. to the citi- 
zen ; in another seiise, it does not rightly 
fiill wuhin the scope of mere partisan 
politics. It is tfie prontitution of both 
party and government to the unjust and 
iniquitous advantage of one class of citi- 
zens at the expense and cost df the vast 
majority of the people; it is the levying 
tribute under tbe forms of taxation on 
the great macs of tbe people for a com- 
paratively small clwH of citizens. And 
tha inaxplieabla fact ia that this dis- 
crimination ia made by tbe very votera 
and people who are hurt by it. Thoae 
who are banaflttad could not carry • 



aingie State — perhapa not a single dis- 
trict ; the policy is adop ad by tbe votes 
of tboae who are plttcked by it ; snd they 
dn it ill th» name of party and nndar tha 
gu»a i f patriotism. 

If the people really desira Ukf relief 
from tbe extortionate grasp of tha trusts 
they oartainly onght to know by this 
time that they can't expect it as long as 
tbey vote for a Republican Congress and 
a Republican President. Ii's up to tbe 
voters to sattla this qoaatlon, afid they 
can do it oaxt fall.

Fenaalry Exhibit From Kantueky at 
Exposition Will Ba Vary 
. Elaborate. 
No more attraotiva axhibtt at the 

WorM's Fair at St. I/ouls is to be 
made of Kentucky's products and re- 
sources than that in tha Palace of 
Forestry, Fish and Oame. In thia 
building, as wall as in all others on 
tha axpoaltlon grounda whara Ken- 
tucky is to have a part, the aasocia- 
tlon has been looked upon with favor 
by tha Ohlaf of tha dapartmaat Ken- 
tucky's forestry space la on two of 
the main aisles of the building and al- 
most In the center, betwetn the two 
chief entrances. Mr. A. N. Struck, 
of Louisville, the chairman of the 
committee, and Mr. William Boa. thu 
field representative thereof, have for 
counsel and assistance In their work 
the followinK well-known gentlemen: 
Clarence R. Mengel, Girard Alexan- 
der, Cecil Eraaler, Gen. John B. Cas- 
tleman and Bmest Kettig, of Louis- 
ville. The forestry exhibit from Ken- 
tucky, representing aevanty-odd dif- 
ferent varieties nf commercial tim- 
bers, will be made as rustic in ap- 
pearance as poaaible. A twelve-foot 
partition ia to separate Kentucky 
from her neighbor, and on thia parti- 
tion will be displayed all the products 
of forestry with six-Inch sectlona 
from loRs. It was first suggested by 
Dr. Tarleton H. Bean, the Chief of 
the Department of Forestry for tho 
Bxpoaition. that the timber diaplay 
ba made in eight-foot aaetlona, so 
out as to show all the grains of th^- 
wood. To utilise space, however, If 
has been determined to show only six 
inch sections. In thia way not only 
la it poasible to givp a good view of 
OTary Tariaty of timber in the Btatr 
but tha flniahed products from the 
same. Some kind friends of the as- 
sociation I'vlng In Eastern Kentucky 
have brouKht to the attention of the 
organization a number of maaaive 
trees in different countiaa wMoh ap 
proaoh in aUa the monatera from 
California. Long sactlona of these 
trees \#ill bo shown In tho OUt<door 
forestry exhibit. 

Dr. Bean, in a recent talk with an 
offloar of tha association, appeared 
aazloaa to- have Kentucky to include 
in her space in his department the 
medicinal plants of the State and 
the seeds from the various trees. Ho 
also wants mounted specimens r>f 
fish and game shown and, in this con- 
naction. It may ba maationad that the 
aaaodatloa ia andaavorlng to get the 
Polytechnic Society of LoulavlIIe to 
let It have Its wonderful collection of 
native Kentucky bird skins now In Its 
possession. This collection was made 
by Mr. Charles WioklllTe Beckham, 
a relative of GoTomor J. C. W. Back- 
ham, at tha time oonneeted with the 
Smithsonian Institute at Washington. 
There are three thousands specimens 
in the collection, showing tha differ- 
ence in plumage aapecially.
